Rarely is there the depth of agreement on 
anything in this country that has emerged 
on the importance of controlling pay and 
price hikes. 
Sylvia Porter, whose comments on eco­ 
nomic matters are restrained, declares that 
“what's being asked is common sense re­ 
straint by Big Business and Big Labor and 
loyalty to our system .” 
She warns that if we get yawns instead 
of cooperation, the United States is heading 
for disaster. 
Victor Riesel says Secretary of 
Labor 
Goldberg intends to devote much of his 
time to speaking and writing in behalf of 
self-imposed restraint; that the former AFL- 
CIO counsel will advocate the ‘ middle way" 
practiced by Swedish labor and industry. 
Every business and trade publication, ev­ 
ery commentator on economics has 
had 
something to say recently about the im­ 
portance of holding down wages and prices 
compared with the possibility' that wages 
and prices may rise and thereby start a 
fresh round of value deflation. 


NO ONE has mentioned the steel industry 
for months without plunging into specula­ 
tion about the industry’s 1962 contract with 
the steel union. 
President 
Kennedy 
has 
asked for restraint. 
Commentators have 
delved into the reasons the steel industry 
has not raised prices thus far, despite auto­ 
matic wage and benefit increases And their 
delving always has produced the same net 
observation—that management must recover 
its cost of production and if these continue 
to rise throughout the life of the steel in­ 
dustry’s next contract with the Steelworkers 
Unions prices will have to be raised 
All it takes is one dissenter to shatter the 
speculative proposition that the U n i t e d 
States could continue to have a rising rate 
of business without serious inflation if it 
practiced intelligent restraint—if it put loyal­ 
ty to its system—ahead of immediate ad­ 
vantage. 
All it would take is one overt move to 
cause rejoicing among competitors of U.S. 
wage earners in other countries. If they 
could be sure the United States is incap­ 
able of practicing restraint, they would have 
no need to worry about competition for m ar­ 
kets. U.S. goods would be priced beyond the 
reach of most potential consumers. 


IF TUE ONLY effect of whatever ef­ 
ficiency can be added to U.S. production is 
going to be fatter profits and higher wages. 
with nothing passed along to consumers in 
the form of lower paces—the original con­ 
cept of mass consumption for mass produc­

uncertain 
political and economic policies 
have brought a significant drop 
in foreign and domestic invest­ 
ment and in tourism from abroad, 
especially from the United States. 
On the other, Mexico is count­ 
ing strongly on 
large sums of 
money from 
the 
Alliance 
for 
Progress to get its economy mov­ 
ing again and the United States 
has made 
it clear that it does 
not intend 
to tax its people heav­ 
ily to help countries that tax their 
own only to a small degree. 


The most important feature of 
the reforms is the step being 
taken toward a full income tax; 
that is. toward taxing the total 
earnings of a citizen rather than 
just parts 
of them. In the past, 
for example, he would be taxed 
a certain amount on his agricul­ 
tural earnings, another on his in­ 
dustrial income and still a third 
on his commercial profits. 


So that the change could not be 
too drastic, it has been ordered

Previously, only gams from the 
sale of land and buildings which 
formed part of the fixed assets 
of an industrial, agricultural or 
commercial firm were taxed — 
a flat 20 per cent. Now, profits 
from the sale of any land and 
building are to be taxed. The tax 
will run from 5 to 20 per cent, 
depending on the time the prop^ 
erty been held and the amount 
oI the gams.

TWO GOOD results would come 
from either plan The federal bur­ 
eaucracy would be taken oi*‘ of 
the affairs of the states. Also. 
the 
big 
pressure 
organizations 
which are encamped in Washing­ 
ton as lobbies in Congress would 
have to spread themselves into 50 
state capitols. Thus decentralized, 
they would have less power. 
The principle involved is to keep 
the government closer to the peo­ 
ple who are taxed. Nobody can 
quarrel with that idea—except, of 
course, the majority of this Con­ 
gress and the ever-grasping fed­ 
eral bureaucracy.

Today the unemployment prob­ 
lem — according to figures just 
released — shows no signs of be­ 
ing solved Die stock market is 
sagging. Anxiety among business­ 
men is widespread. 
There is a prospect of another 
steel strike and possibly anoth­ 
er retardation of the economy as 
a whole 


Wily is President Kennedy not 
making headway on this front? 
He is personally cordial to busi­ 
nessmen and to everybody else. 
He is earnest and sincere. He is 
trying hard to make good. 
But when it comes to an under­ 
standing 
of 
what 
makes 
the 
wheels go round in business, his 
education as President has not 
progressed far enough for him to 
recognize the true weakness of 
his own administration. 


Mr. Kennedy is often tom be­ 
tween the conflicting viewpoints 
of his advisers. Most of them are 
alert minded and forward look­ 
ing and want to do everything 
possible to make the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration succeed but they are 
novices in the practical field of 
government operations as well as 
in the perplexing tasks involved 
in getting 
new 
legislation 
ap­ 
proved by the people’s repre­ 
sentatives in Congress. 


IT SEEMS .startling and hard 
to realize but there is not a sin­ 
gle adviser on economic matters 
at the President’s side. either in 
the Cabinet or in the unofficial 
cabinet, who has had any expe­ 
rience as the actual head of a 
really large business.

mara has had a few years of such 
contacts but he is not charged 
bv the President with the re­ 
sponsibility for making economic 
policy 
The President’s words in his 
many 
speeches 
and 
messages 
have set forth the desirable goals 
in

words have become meaningless 
in the absence of concrete action 
thai is based on the everyday 
facts of business progress. 


Mr. Kennedy has failed signal­ 
ly on the labor - management 
front. It is not what he has done 
but what he has failed to do, that 
counts. 
While the President has been 
occupying himself largely with 
foreign policy matters, he has 
not perceived the real reason why 
the 
challenge of the Common 
Market in Europe can wind up 
in a big failure for the American 
economy. The reason is simple 
—the chaos on the labor manage­ 
ment front in America. 


BERNARD 
BARICH,

book he wrote a few years ago 
called “ Public Affairs.” describes 
trenchantly the wage price spiral 
as follows: 
“By abusing its powers, labor 
injures not only itself but the 
whole country. While it is the 
proper concern of union leaders 
to improve the lot of their fol­ 
lowers. they must recognize that 
their demands must be econom­ 
ically justified If wage and other 
demands are not accompanied by 
increasing productivity, i n e v i t- 
ably price* will be driven out of 
reach, and foreign competition 
encouraged, to the detriment of 
the entire economy.

workers will wind up as the high­ 
est-paid unemployed worker* in 
the world. In America we are al­ 
ready feeling the pinch resulting 
from the influx of foreign cars. 
steel and other products. Unless 
labor leaders recognize the threat, 
they may well wind up unioniz­ 
ing’ unemployment.” 
Mr. Kennedy has failed also in 
the matter of tax reform and es­ 
pecially in planning that would 
.stimulate an increased volume of 
business out of which the gov­ 
ernment could derive more and 
more tax receipts. 


He has failed, moreover, to fur­ 
nish a comprehensive plan of how 
he is going to deal with the busi­ 
nesses that would be injured by 
low tariffs. All this adds up final­ 
ly to a loss of confidence. 


Much of the difficulty is the 
fact that half baked plans are 
launched without being thought 
through.

those who are going to be hurt

LIKEWISE, when the adminis­ 
tration is reported to be plan­ 
ning to ask Congress for power to 
raise or lower taxes at will. there 
is little thought given to the

proposal can do to public confi­ 
dence. 


Only the President can restore 
the confidence he has lost. If he 
fails to win it, then the election 
next autumn of another political 
party to the majority position in 
Congress would not be surprising. 
Mr. Kennedy’s leadership or 
lack of it is bound to be the is­ 
sue in November, particularly be­ 
cause the economic 
apparatus 
which was expected to boom this 
year isn t getting off dead center 
as yet.

Under present law, the tax com­ 
missioner may use up to one-half 
of 1 per cent of net gasoline tax

This puts about $140,000 a year at 
his disposal for this purpose.

Fund Bill Due 
.Passage In 
West Virginia 


CHARLESTON M — Passage of 
the first bills in the 1962 Legis­ 
lature probably will come Tues­ 
day. They are likely to include 
a m easure to increase the money 
available to the Tax Department 
for gasoline tax administration. 


As the law m akers reconveaed 
today to begin the first full week 
of the 30-day session, the gaso­ 
line tax m easure was at am end­ 
m ent stage in each house. It was 
not expected to be controversial 
T ie House also had another bill, 
very minor, at amendm ent level. 
B arring a delay at amendment 
stage, the gasoline tax m easure 
will come up for passage by one 
cham ber tomorrow. This w o u l d 
not be final enactm ent, however, 
as the other house would then 
have to approve the sam e ver­ 
sion. 


Under present law, the tax com­ 
m issioner m ay use up to one-half 
of I per cent of net gasoline tax 
collections 
for 
administration 
This puts about $146,000 a year at 
his disposal for this purpose. 


The pending bill would raise the 
ceiling to three-fourths of I per 
cent, making $250,000 available for 
adm inistration. Tax Commission­ 
er C. Howard Hardesty Jr. says, 
however, that about $185,000 would 
m eet his present needs. 


Highlighting this week’s legisla 
tive activites will be the public 
hearing in the House cham ber 
Thursday evening on the c o a l 
pipeline bills. The hearing, to be 
conducted jointly by the Senate 
and House Judiciary committees, 
is scheduled for 7 p m. 


It will be a hearing on Barron 
adm inistration bills to put coal 
pipeline companies under Public 
Service 
Commission 
regulation 
and give them the power to go to 
court to seek to acquire right of 
way by condemnation proceedings. 
The bills were introduced to en­ 
able Texas Eastern Transmission 
Corp. to begin construction of 
pipeline to carry coal from West 
Virginia mines to the East Coast. 
The finely ground coal w o u l d 
travel through the pipeline in a 
m ixture with water. 
The prospective introduction of 
the bills had generated a hot con­ 
troversy long before the legisla­ 
tive session opened last Wednes­ 
day. 
Railroads, railroad unions, com­ 
m unities dependent upon railroad 
employment, and some small coal 
companies see them as a threat 
to their economic livelihood. 
The West Virginia Coal Associ­ 
ation, several large coal com pa­ 
nies on their own. and the United 
Mines Workers are supporting the 
bills.

ANSWER: The ancestor of all ttxiay's wheeled vehicle.? is 
the ancient chariot. It was used in battle, in hunting, in public 
processions, in games, and also simply for tran,sportation. It 
had two wheels, each with either four or eight spokes, and 
usually was drawn by two horses though sometimes two addi­ 
tional horses were added. The Persians and Britons used to 
extend sharp blades from the axles of their chairots and literallv 
cut down their enemies in battle. The wheels and body of the 
chariot usually were of wood, and the tires of iron or bronze 


Most of us are more familiar with the Greek and Roman 
chariot, which was used mainly for racing and for triumphal pa­ 
rades. It held only one man who stood on a platform, with a 
semicircular barrier around the front about half the dnver' 
height. In battle, he often tied the reins around his waist to 
free both hands for fighting. Chariots of the Egyptians and 
Assyrians were fitted with large quivers for arrows, because 
their main weapon was the bow. Because virtually all the nations 
of antiquity used chariots m one form or another, it is impos­ 
sible to say who used them first.

ANSWER: The ancestor of all today’s wheeled vehicles is 
the ancient chariot. It was used in battle, in hunting, in public 
processions, in games, and also simply for transportation. It 
had two wheels, each with either four or eight spokes, and 
usually was drawn by two horses though sometimes two addi­ 
tional horses were added 
The Persians and Britons used to 
extend sharp blades from the axles of their chairots and literally 
cut down their enemies in battle The wheels and Ixxiy of the 
chariot usually were of wood, and the tires of iron or bronze 


Most of us are more fam iliar with the Greek and Roman 
chariot, which was used mainly for racing and for triumphal pa­ 
rades. It held only one man who stood on a platform, with a 
sem icircular barrier around the front about half the driver's 
height. In battle, he often tied the reins around his waist to 
free both hands for fighting. Cha nots of the Egyptians and 
Assynans were fitted with large quivers for arrows, because 
their main weapon was the bow. Because virtually all the nations 
of antiquity used chariots in one form or another, it is impos­ 
sible to say who used them first.

Arguments for and again.st an 
inland waterway to link L a k e 
Erie and the Ohio River began to 
unfold today as the U. S. Corps 
of Engineer.s o p e n e d a public 
hearing at the Idora Park ball­ 
room in Youngstown. 
It’s part of a $.500.000 study au­ 
thorized by Congress last year to 
determine w h e t h e r the canal 
should he constructed between the 
Ohio River at Rochester and Ash­ 
tabula on Lake Erie. 


Youngstown steel interests gen­ 
erally are in favor of the propos­ 
al, as it would open up their land­ 
locked plants to the advantages 
of low-cost water transportation 
for raw materials and finished 
products. Railroads are l i n e d 
up again.st the idea, asserting it 
would cost them millions of dol­ 
lars annually in freight revenue 
and many of their employes would 
be laid off as a result. 
Pittsburgh area steel mills ap­ 
parently see the canal as a com­ 
petitive advantage for plants in 
the Youngstown area. They’re 
ready to fight the plan and have 
started a movement for another 
public hearing to be held in the 
Pittsburgh area. The Pittsburgh 
opponents claim today’s hearing 
is “ loaded” in favor of Youngs- 
! town. 
The 103-mile waterway would 
link the Ohio and the lake via the 
J Beaver and Mahoning Rivers and 
a Grand River reservoir. 
The Mahoning Valley Industrial 
Council is one of the leaders in 
the fight for the waterway. Its 
president is a prominent Youngs­ 
town steelman. 
On the other side is the Upper 
Ohio Valley Association, financed 
chiefly by railroad interests. Al­ 
though the name is similar, it has 
no connection with the U p p e r 
Ohio Valley Development Counpil, 
which has taken no part in the 
controversy. 
East Liverpool is not represent­ 
ed at tiiday’s hearing, which is 
expected to attract 1,000 and con­ 
tinue well into the late afternoon.
